HARBOR SPRINGS -- It’s 
tough to beat a team three times 
in a season, a feat that stood in 
the way of the Charlevoix girls 
basketball team, as they faced 
the Class C district host, Harbor 
Springs in the title game on 
March 8. 

Throw in the fact that the last 
time these two schools meet for 
the championship in 2015, the 
Rams went on to defeat the Ray- 
ders 53-41 in that contest. 

This time it would be different 
as Charlevoix slowly pulled away 
from the opening tip, holding an 
11-6 lead after the first and lead- 
ing by 11, 26-15 at halftime and 
kept right on going after the in- 
termission for a 40-24 advantage 
headed into the final quarter. 

A pair of freshmen would lead 
the Rayders in scoring, as Elise 
Stuck finished with 19 points, 16 
rebounds, four steals and three 
blocks and Abby Cunningham 
chipped in with 10 points and 
eight boards. 

Rachel Nesburg would add 
nine points, three steals and 
three blocks for Charlevoix, 
while Natalie Nesburg added 
seven points, six steals and five 
assists and Beth Veenstra con- 
tributed five points. 

“Good scoring balance witha 
tenacious defensive effort,” Ray- 
der coach Liz Shaw noted. “It 
was a great feeling of satisfac- 
tion. Last year we struggled to 
put points on the board and were 
constantly out worked by our 
much older opponents.” 

Charlevoix improves to 17-6 
overall on the season. 

“This year, although not old in 
age, but older and wiser in game 
experience, it showed tonight,” 
Shaw added. “We struggled at 
times in getting flow, but we were 
able to rebound fast and take 
care of the ball when we needed 
to secure the win.”
